7OU myy, perhaps, think this letter a little unfeafon- 
Y able, both as a piece of advice, and as coming from 
an unknown hand. That we ought to caution one ano- 
ther (whenever there is juft caufe) is generally agreed 
on ; but feldom put in prattice, as it ought, through the 
foolifh complaifance of Intimates, and fear of giving of- 
fence: and the tafk is fuch as ftrangers (being not concerned 
for a man’s wellare) are feldom willing to trouble them- 
felves with. 

The reafon why I thought proper to conceal my name, 

vas a hint which I took from your friend Terence: who 
was very fenfible, how much one man’s venturing to re- 
primand another for his faults, expofes the advifer to 
diflike ; however fincere the defign, or neceflary the 
admonition. 

For my part, my being namelefs fecures me from the 
common cifeéts of refentment ; nor need I dread the al- 
perfions, which are ufually beftowed with great freedom 
on him who dares toferve a man againft his will. 

That you may not think I deal too hardly with you, 
and reprefent you at too great a difadvamtage, I fhall fer 
your good qualities in as fair a view as I can 3 and fhew 
you how much they are ob{cured by your bad ones. 

The fevera] verfes which go under your name, have 
to your friends, paft for a kind of proof, that you were 
owner of a good underitanding, and a mind well furnifhed : 
but at the fame time your converfation and behaviour af- 
ford fuch a frequent fcene of childhood and folly, that 
you give too much caufe for an enemy to argue, you are 
deftitute of even common fenfe. For God’s fake, behave 
like a perfon of fuch accomplifhments, as you endeavours 
to make us believe you poflefs. 

You feem to-have no natural propenfity to fpite or ill- 
nature ; your very looks promife humanity and {weetne's 
of difpofition. But if your temper be naturally good, to 
what degree is it warped? and what pains mutt you have 
taken to extinguifh almoft every {park of good nature 
about you? 

I appeal to yourfelf, if youdo not finda great fatis- 
fa€tion at any thing which makes another unealy. When 
you are in company, how comes it to pafs, that one or 
other is generally the undeferving mark of your fenfelefs 
and ill-natured laughter ? Moreover, if you happen at 
any time to get the laugh on your fide, either through the 
itupidity of fonte, who both equal and encourage your fol- 
lies, or the paffion of the affronted, you are fure to con- 
gratulate yourielf, (like AEsor’s Fly on the chariot wheel) 
as if you had performed fome worthy and laudable 
exploit, 

Strange, but true, it is, that you fearce can fuffer any 
man to pafs you in the ftreets, without making fome re- 
mark or other on his drefs, his gate, or geilure. Nay, fo 
much do you feein refolved to gratity this’ foolifh rifibility 
of yours, that you contrat falie friendfhips with pertons, 
@n purpole that they may be the more off their guard, and 
fo give you greater opportunities of deriding them ; wit- 
neis the ufage of your triend Sir Onkevon Kimciit, a 
man whyuie julid fenfe and good conduct one would think 
might have raifed in you a noble emulation, and not aa 
Ungenerous attempt to ridicule him had you not very tn- 
genuoufly and wilely conteffed, that you defired his ac- 
guaintance jor no other pyrpofe. You feem in this, as 
Well as your other actions, to be compleatly matter of the 
folly, tho’ not the innocence of the dove ; and of the bale 
fubtilty of the ferpent, like him, ttinging thofe moft, about 
Whom you twine. 

"Tis owned by all, that your cloaths are rich, and well 
made ; and that yon fometimes appear in company with 


men of the beit fortunes. But the.e being the effects of 
your riches, are (in my opinion) no more to be aicribed 
to your perional merit, than the eitate, which your father 
Got for you, is to beimpute.d to your insuitry 

As acquaintance with the rich ferves to gratify your 


pride, fy are they fecure from being treere 
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nor do you offer to diftort the mufcles of your face at a 
man of five hundred a year. . 

I beg leave to inform you, that endeavouring to raife 
the company’s laughter at another’s expence, is no proof 
of a generous and candid temper; nor does fucceeding in 
the attempt difcover the leaft grain of wit. We may 
daily fee the moft impertinent filly fellow do the very fame, 
if he chance to be vultu fortis et are minax: and as 
people of this ftamp are but rarely given to blufh, or be 
fenfible of affronts, they have great advantages in a phiz- 
warfare, over any who contend with them, and are un- 
qualified in thefe refpeéts. 

I muft likewife give you a fhort. admonition, for your 
effeminate carriage ; and if you diflike being nick-named 
34 Sitvana, befure from henceforth not to deferve the 
title. 

I would not have you think you have no other faults. 
When you amend thefe, I thall inform you farther ; I have 
otherwife faid too much already, who am

HO’ I would not willingly fay any thing to the 

prejudice of the Book-fellers, thofe great retalers of 
knowledge; much lefs againft their Maflers-that-fhould-be, 
the body of Writers ; yet they muft expeét, and, I dare 
fay, you will permit me (for the benefit of the much 
greater majoiity of mankind, the readers) to enter a Ca- 
veat, in the records of your Society, againft {uch perform- 
ances at leaft, as deferve to be ftigmatized for cheats. 
Such I reckon thofe, which do not anfwer the chara¢ter 
they bear in their tide. Not that I am againft an Author’s 
fetting off his works with all the advantages that are con- 
fiftent with decency ; even an exegi monumentum are pe 
remmius I can pardon, on fome occafions; nay almoft ex- 
cufe the hyperbolical ftyle of a Grammarian of fome note, 
who has juft publifhed 4 propo/al ofa new fcheme of Gram- 
mar, and method of inftruction, by which the grounds of a 
language may be learned in a few hours, foas to read an 
author, and write intelligibly; becaufe his pretences are 
lupported by pretty ftrong probabilities. But to be tricked 
out of one’s money, befide lofs of time and patience, by a 
fpecious title, with an empty performance, is what, I think, 
I am obliged to refent; and, if you judge it not unfer- 
viceable, fhall, from time to time, bear my ‘teftimony 
againit. 

The piece I fhall begin with, is the laft I purchafed, viz. 
Apparatus ad linguam Gracam, ordine nove & facili di- 
gefiuss in quo defeltus aliorum quam-pluyimi Jupplentur, 
9c. auftore Geo, THomson. ‘The title, as you will ob- 
ferve, bade me expeét a new method, and an eafy way: 
what do you think then muit be my furprize, when I 
found it, not only oldand trite, but fhameiully encumber 
ed with the moft trifling fuperfluities, to the great embara{s- 
ment of learners? Again, by the tide 1 am drawn in 
with hopes of a large fuppiement of the defects of other 
Grammarians: and, after all, I find nothing new, but that 
the work is incomparably more defective than any of the 
fame fize, that was ever publifhed in any nation ; and 
that we have abundance more in (what is already in every 
body’s hands) the excellent Rudiments of the great Dr. 
Bussy. 

This may fuflice to have ebferved in general: but as 
fomething more particular may be expected, ta render 
this charge more probable 5 the importance of the occafion, 
tho’ the tubject be unpopular, will, [ hope, excufe the 
addition of the following oblervations. Whatever Mr. 
‘THomson may pretend toin his ute, Ido not find that 
he piques himfelf particularly on any thing, at lealt, fo 
much, as on his Tabella verborum compofitorum; which 
he gives us with this introduction: * Since none of the 
‘ Grammars I have met with has treated this fubje& as it 
‘ fhould, I have fubjoined the following table, by which 
* fuch verbs may very eafily be formed.’ Now, what is 
this table ? why, only a parcel of compound verbs, car- 
ried through the moods, tenfes, and voices, and difpofed 
in columns, without fo much as hinting at the peculiari- 
ties they are defigned to teach, or even fignifying that they 
are patterns to others: fo that a learner, far from being 
led thereby into a juft notion of the matter, may drudge 
through 12 pages, and, atthe end, be very little the wifer 
And yet all this, which takes up fo many pages, and more 
than this, I find very plainly taught by ot + rs in lefs than 
half a page; nay, with all the evidence that can be de- 
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| fired, in a matter of three hexameter verfes, by the afore- 
mentioned Dealer in Grammatical novelties, in a new me- 
thod of his, which I was likewife, on that account, indu- 
ced to buy about 12 or 13 years ago. In like manner, I 
find a like difproportion in pt reft of the main articles, e. g. 
The doétrine of verbs and adjeétives. takes up in THom- 
ra, a matter of 110 pages; in Lowe, a little above 5s 
cc 
But I fear I have already tran{greffed too far, and there- 
fore fhall only add a refle&tion, or two, on what perhaps 
may be alledged to invalidate what Ihave afferted.—08j. 
Is not this work publifhed by Mr. Osporn, approved — 
of by Mr. Morzanp, Mr. Pitcrim, Mr. Warp, Mr. 
Patrick ; and dedicated to Prince WitLiam, with a pro- 
{pect of his ufing it? An/e. Yes, but what then ?— The 
young Prince’s Governors know better, than to facrifice 
his time at fuch a rate. For my part, were I to advife, 
inftead of difheartening the little Hero with the fight of 
279 pages, he fhould not be troubled with above 5 or 6; 
into which compafs, I apprehend, one might reduce what 
is necefflary fora due knowledge of the language. — As 
to the Bookfeller, if he knew nothing of the matter, he 
is Innocent of the impofition; and ‘tis pity he fhould 
fuffer by it. —— For the worthy Gentlemen, who, he 
lays, approve of it; if he wrongs them, or they wrong 
themfelves, I cannot help it: but truth is truth ; and
